A Situation Which Should Be Care- 


' fully Studied By Those Who 
Propose Government Banks 
In Canada. : 


The advantages of the Canadian 
branch bank system are being more 
and more appreciated in the United 
States.. Floyd W. Parsons, in the 
“Saturday Evening Post,” declares 
that money is cheaper in Canada than 
in the U.S. becauge of the efficient 
banking system. The collapse of the 
banking system in North Dakyra 
is responsible for general criticism. of 
the attempts at socialistic financing 
in that state which should be care- 
fully considered by those who advo- 
cate government banks in Canada. 
Bank managers should post them- 
selves on these developments as pro- 
viding an ‘effective reply to the critics 
of the Canadian banks.—J. W. T. 


There is a lesson for the radicals of 
Canadian provincial finance in the lat- 
est fiasco of North Dakota banking 
and finance. American bankers, both 
East and West, during the week turn- 
ed down North Dakota’s proposed 
$6,000,000 bond issues, though tempt- 
ed with a 9 per cent. interest rate. 


“It is a significant commentary on 
North Dakota’s ‘situation that efforts 


credit bonds bearing 6 per cent. inter- 
est in Chicago last month at a prem- 
ium,” declares the New York Times. . 


“What has beén happening in North 
Dakota is the outcome of political in- 
terference with the operations of busi- 
ness and banking,” says the New York 
Journal of Commerce, adding, “bank- 
ing is emphatically the line of busi- 
ness in which politics or political cori- 
siderations do most harm and pro- 
duce dangerous conditions most 
quickly.” 


North Dakota’s “banking misery has 
been further accelerated with the an- 
nouncement this week of the 35th 
state bank failure, the outcome of a 
situation that bears particular signifi- 
cance in Canada at a moment of pro- 
posed class Icgislation in banking. 
North Dakota has learned the lesson

Local Anaesthetics. 


By Rea Proctor McGee, M.D., D.D.S, , 
Editor Oral Hygiene. : 


The local anaesthetic is a medicine 
that temporarily takes away the sen- 
sation of feeling from one part of the 
body, leaving the rest of the body — 
with its normal sensation. We use 
the word “local” to differentiate this 
type of an anaesthetic from the “gen- 
eral” anaesthetic, which takes away 
the sensation from the entire body by 
putting the patient to sleep. 7 

The first local anacsthetic was - 
cocaine. It was used with varying 
success, but with a great deal of dan- 
ger for a number of years. The de- 
sirability of a local andesthetic and 
the danger of cocaine poisoning final- 
ly resulted in a serics of experiments 
to find out the exact chemical con- 
tents of cocaine. This, fortunately, 
was discovered and today. we have a 
substance called novocaine—or, to use 
the proper government word, pro- 
caine. . This procaine is what we call. 
a synthetic product. A synthetic is ' 
a chemical imitation of a natural drug. 
Procaine contains all of the elements 
of cocaine, except the poison, and, in 
) much more. uniform 
in its strength. The results from its 
use have been truly remarkable. By

With there perfect. knowledgerof the 
country and numbers of Indian 
scouts, no doubt this method would 
have met with considerable success 
and probably at a much greater cost 
to Canada both in lives and ,.money 
before it would have been finally sub- 
dued.

The pity of it is that, as.an armed 
rebellion. was quite uncalled for, any 
good man given sufficient .authority 
(such as Donald A. Smith in the first 
rebellion where he acted as special 
commissioner and did untold good), 
could have settled the grievances’ both 
of settlers and Indians without any 
bloodshed and at a very moderate 
outlay compared to the actual cost of 
the final quelling of the’ insurrection. 
One other incident will close my | 
brief .sketches of personal reminis- 
cences in rebellion days... Shortly af- 
tér the close.of the fizhting I had oc- 
casion’to drive into Priiice Aibert, and 
between the rivers I came to:an In- 
dian encampment of cight or nine 
tepecs. - Slowing up my team to see 
if I knew any. of then; I was met with 
an outcry from the women and chil- 
dren and finally recognized them as 
Stony Creek Indians, or Beatty's In- 
dians as they were known later. At 
first they all talked at once, but on 
quicting them down I finally gather- 
ed the following: A day or two be- 
fore some mounted police with a half- 
breed visited their camps and took all 
the men prisoners as rebels, in spite 
of much protestation as to their loy- 
alty. The womeén cried ‘and begged 
me to see the authorities and gct them 
set free as soon as possible or they 
would all starve, This I promised to 
do, and drove on to Prince Albert, go- 
ing direct to the Indian Agent’s Of- 
fice. I at once asked him to have 
these Indians released, stating I 
could bring ‘positive proof as to their 
loyalty and further could account for 
their movements throughout the re- 
bellion. . He said tris interpreter had

No matter how comfortable the 
home, however, the girl alone in a 
strange community longs for recrea- 
tion and the companionship of young 
people with a glimpse of faces from 
“over. there.” This is.where Dor- 
chester House again. steps in.
